THE 9E1UTORMI. 
SITUATION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 14th.— 


There is a great deal ol talk nbout Sen- 
ator Beck's resolution to pay out the 
money for bonds in the same proportion 
in which it is received fov customs. 
The Treasury people consider it a yery 
dangerous proposition, because it is 
very plausible. It will be ranch, more 
likely to pass than the Eustis resolation 
would have be»n. It is said that if it 
does pass it will be certain to,immedi- 
ately knock all the premioni off the na- 
tional bonds and unsettle things gener- 
ally. Ther» are many things connected 


* with this resolution that are not seen on 


its face. There is a great deal of specu- 
lation being indulged in in regard to 
whether Senator Beck fully understood 
the matter and just what the effect of 
the resolution will be. According to 
the Government report, the receipts at 
the New York Custom House ars ae fol- 
lows: Gold, 35.70 per cent.; silver, 
35.70 per csat.; greenbacks, 28.60 per 
cmt. 
In Senator Beck's resolution 


there is nothing said about tlie green- 
back element ol tbo case. It is not 
kaown whether this is purposely left 
out or not. 
A Treasury official high in 


authority when asked the effect of the 
passage of the Beck resolution, said: 


"I must have at least two days to 


think ol it." He says to-day that be 
does not understand it fully yet, but he 
knows it -Bill be wry bad in every way. 
"II I had bonds of my own I should 
sell them. As a matter of fact, large 
sums in bonds bare already been tbiown 
on the market. I hare been quietly 
sellina » large amount that I held as 
trustee. I have dispoied of more than 
$50,000, and shall sell them all as fast 
ai poseib'ie. They are bound to go 
down. Yon noticed how the Eusiis 
resolution caused the bond* to drop on 
the London market, did yon not? There 
could have been but that one reeult. It 
is all uoiis.nse for in to talk about 
making a, currency and a money of oar 
own. We cannot ignore the great money 
market ol the world. What New York 
is to this country, London is to the 
world. London says that gold is the 
standard. It holds everything to that 
measure, and it is useless for us to buck 
against it." 


Commissioner Colman is finding bis 


way to the hearts of the Congressmen. 
Heretofore members have been allotted 
not over 6,000 packages of seed each to 
distribute among constituents. Bui, by 
judicious use ol appropriation, Mr. Col- 
man finds himtrlf aWe to increase the 
quota to 6,500 packages, with 500 addi- 
tional packages of flower seeds. It is 
believed by the Commissioner that he 
bus improved on the qualities and va- 
rieties as well |as on the amount. The 
distribution for the oonntry generally it 
just commencing, but none to soon lor 
the Congressmen. Some of the mem- 
bers bave already forwarded to the De- 
partment lists of from 2,000 to 3,000 
names of constituents. Thfse will be 
supplied as fast as the clerical force ean 
mail the packages. Such a case as the 
Congressional allotment being left un- 
called for is hardly on reeerd. There 
ara some members from city districts 
who do not appreciate the influence rep- 
resented by garden seeds, but these have 
already 'been seen by members from 
rural districts, and the transfers of their 
surplus seed have been bargained for. 
The city member who turns over his 
seed to his colleagues from the country 
gains the latter's good will and vote for 
the session.

Uovernor F»rKln»' Mls»i*n. 


The San Francisco Call has received 


the news from the East that Governor 
George C. Perkins is in Monlreal, Can- 
ada, as the representative of the Pacific 
'Coast Steamship Company, of which 
line Goodall, Perkins t Co. are tbe 
agents in the city, to make such arrange- 
ments with the Canadian Pacific Bail- 
road as will secure the Istter an outlet 
to San Francisco. 


Beyond the above no further informa- 


tion h«s yet been obtained, but il would 
seem as if the company's steamers 
would act t>« tbe agency in bringing 
both freight and passengers to and from 
San Francisco. 
The arrangement, if 


made, will probably not go into effect 
for Bom* time—not until the further 
details (cooperating the Canadian Pa- 
cific are consummated. 


Tbe Silver «(ae>Uon in England. 


The annual meeting of the Interna- 


tional Monetary Standard Association 
was held in London Friday. Henry H. 
Gibbs, ei-Governer of the Bank of 
England, presided, and in an address 
admitted that the progress of bimetal- 
lism was slow in England, but said it 
•was advancing in Germany. He said 
be believed that the Royal Commission 
on the depressed condition of trade in 
Great Britain would report that tbe 
present condition of the silver question 
bad an important bearing on the de- 
pression. Henry B. Grentell, Gover- 
nor of the Bank of England, expressed 
confidence thai the United States Con- 
greis would not alter tbe provisions of 
the Bland Bill. Bimetallism, Grenlell 
said, was of vital interest to trade and 
agriculture. Thomiw.Sutherlnud, mem- 
ber ol Parliament for Greenock, and 
Samuel MonUgne, member of Parlia- 
ment for the Tower Hamlets, and other 
gentlemen aUo 
delivered addresses. 


The meeting resolved to form a gold 
»nd silver league on a popular basis. 


An Able Consrr<'«i««n»n Brtlresj. 


Kopresentutive J. Randolph Tucker 


has written a letter to bis constituents, 
in wbiuh be declines to be a candidate 
fer re-election. Mr. Tucker doubtless 
has good reasons for the step, but the 
withdrawal of such a man from public 
life is to be deplored. He will have 
been in Congress twelve yuars on the 
expiration ol his present term; not a 
long period of service, judged by the 
standards ol other countries, although 
exceptional in this. Mr. Tucker's train- 
ing qualified him for great usefulness as 
a legislator, and it will be a misfortune 
if be finds it impossible la devote more 
of his life to public affairs.

placed on the great political slate, from 
among which Nevada electors will b« 
naked to select their representative in 
the U. S. Senate at tbe coming election.

Powning and Wren, are actual residenta 
of the State, and Stewart promises to 
acquire a residence between now and 
next November. ^Fair, thus far the most 
prominent Democratic candidate, claims 
a constructive residence, which has been 
conceded sufficient. With him the propo- 
sition is one ol dollars and cents—a 
question of bargain and sale; and so 
soon as be can determine, through his 
agents, what the markets offers, his 
course ofaction will no doubt be defi- 
nitely planned. He has the reputation 
of possessing great financial ability, and 
nothing more. Should F«ir vacate th« 
Held, his place will doubtless be filled by 
some half dozen local candidate!!, pos- 
sessing indre actual merit and ability, 
but less money. 


Stewart's candidacy is said by hie 


friends to depeiio, upon circumstances. 
In other weirds, upon him securing the 
necessary com to confront Fair. His 
enemies suspect that be is but a atraw 
candidate in tbe interest of Fair, and 
will occupy the field as Sharon did the 
last time he was (not) a candidate, to 
deter home candidates from making 
tnemaelves too troublesome. 


Powning evidently wishes to record 


himself ub a poor man standing on merit 
aud ability for support, and asking 
farther recognition on the ground of 
boiiiK a bona fide resident of the State, 
His friends say that he possesses lands 
and borne money. Wreii comes into the 
fight on about the same fouling as 
PuwDing, except that he claims a strong 
personal backing from the "Great East," 
and some intricate ifgal relations which 
may revert to bis advantage. 


From the tone of the party organs 


throughout the State, we judge that a 
lively skirmish is going on in the ranks

Tbe Carton Index remarks: 
Daring tbe present year a general 


election will be held in Nevada which 
will be of more than usual importance. 
There is a disposition abroad'to thor- 
oughly lean the various candidacies, 
and to examine into the various steward- 
ships A. Governor and full line of 
State officers, including a Justine of the 
Supreme Court, aro to be elected. • In 
each county, also, a full set of officers is 
to be chosen, together with the several 
District Judges. It ia inevitnble that 
those who aspire to political leadership 
and all prominent candidates will bo 
called upon to face the present situation 
with every attention to strict candor, 
and a proper submissivpness to the 
popular will. No present incumbent can 
expect to be free of the gauntlet, or to 
repress open inquiry as to hit official 
acts. The highest or lowest of onr 
officials will b« under the necessity of so 
explaining his attiude upon questions ol 
State policy and the lawful administra- 
tion of bis trait as to leave no room for 
the inference that 
he has unduly 


magnified his official prerogatives or 
preverted the powers entrusted to him 
to base or mischievous ends. 


In the Hue and category of those 


public questions, whioh are always open 
for legitimate and temperate discussion, 
aid which cannot be foreclosed by either 
of the coordinate branches of tbe Gov- 
ernment, will be, among others, the con- 
dition of our irreducible State School 
Fund. It will be neccessary to satisfy 
those citizens who take special interest 
in that Congressional endowment of our 
public school system, why it is that over 
half a million dollars of that fund has 
been taken by tho State without a dollar 
of negotiable or marketable securities to 
answer for it. 


The question will also be asked by 


votert why the serious attempt has bi-eu 
made to anbvert that scheme of effective 
and convenient local judicial govern- 
ment which tbe makers of our Con- 
stitution devised for the s°0(J °' tue 
people. 


The inquiry will be urged whether 


our oonrU and judges exemplify the 
genuine judicial spirit? or, whether 
hobnobbing among the benchers and 
political and personal expediencies have 
not measurably taken the place of the 
fearless and impartial judicial consider- 
ation? 


Tbe political horizon will be scanned 


for indications that our State is some- 
time to be so represented iu the Natiou- 
al Legislature that this Commonwealth 
will add something to the ability and 
patriotism now extant in each branch 
ol ConRress. 


Tbe Executive Department ana Judi- 


ciary of our Sut« will be culled upon to 
answer why a seemingly pernUtent cabal 
bus been allowed to make headway in 
disturbing the syiummy of our oousti- 
uuioiially organized State Government, 
'hrough a perverrfi^n of fundamental 
provisions, and the denying of his law- 
ful compensation to the second highest 
offi.er? 
It will be asked why the few rich tax- 


p»jers are allowed 10 go into court aud 
dutmid annual their assessoipnts, while 
the great lu.tsses of the people must 
suliuiit to th« summary sale of their 
property in case of inability to pay their 
taxes promptly? 


All these, and many other questions, 


must b» rnrt. We have heretofore, and 
at our leisure pointed out some of the 
incongruities, to use a mild term, which 
result from improvident legislation and 
inmtakeD administration iu our public 
iiffnira. 
In some eases these mention- 


ings have been resented with warmth. 
Let it now be understood thnt no seri- 
ous mistake can occur in the exsrcUe of 
public functions aud at the same tirno 
be eiuuxed or biildt-n from such obser- 
vation aud comment as the occasion 
warrun's. 
Th» knowled«» that the 


above as well as other questions of 
popular interest are likely to be dis- 
cUBMil, places e>cry offiuer whose politi- 
cal rruoid i« liable to bo directly or re- 
motely affect-J, upon a fair footing of 
justice. He will not be liken by sur- 
prise or cut at »n improper liiaHilvao- 
tug-. • H» can f in theriuiirem.ike timely 
i x--i tiuna to correct any improprieties 
in K<>v-ri<wet<til nffiirs for which ha is 
in mi\ U'lm- accountable.

wealth, and attached to it a derisive ap- 
pellation »hich is recognizer! thronghnut 
the length and bmidth of the land on an 
not unmerited one. If it uot be tbe 
duty <ri an honest prans to throw lib 
weight in favor of moral and political 
reform »nd against all public abuses, 
we have been for many years mistaken 
in regard to its legitimate mission. Ths 
press is proverbially » powerful engine 
for good or evil, and if the united efforts 
of the newspapers of the State are pow- 
erless to effect a ch>U'(;e for the better 
in ths matter r«.fei red to, it indicates a 
standard of ability by no m.-nns flatter- 
ing to Nevada journalism; while indiH- 
position to do so is an equal reflection 
upon its probity.
